“ Ordered ; Thv.t all persons havfng 
claims under the Treaty of Amity, Set- 
tlement, and Limits, between the United 
Stales of America and his Catholic Ma 
jesty, concluded at Washington, on the 
22d of IT i' nary, 1819, which are to be 
received by this Commission, do file a 
memorial of the same with the Secreta- 
ry of the Board ; to the end, that tney 
may be hereafter duly examined, and 
the validity and amount thereof decided 
upon, according to the suitable and au- 
thentic testimony concerning the same, 
which may be then required. The said 
memorial must he addressed to this 
Board, must set forth, particularly and 
minutely, the various facts and circum- 
stances whence the right to prefer such 
claim is derived ; and must be verified 
by the affidavit of the claimant.

, RANK FAILURES. 

The disajters attending banks are truly alar- 
ming. New- York, Virginia, Georgia and Mis- 
souri all come in for a share in this sort of 
news. Accounts of the situation of the Rank ! 
of Missouri, and one of Savannah are to be , 
found in our columns of to-day. 

An officer of a bank in Richmond Va. lias 
been arrested for keeping the books of the 
hank improperly, and forcing the cash account 
to balance without the funds necessary to jus- 
tify it. A Mr. E. W. Milligan lias abscond- 
ed from the Phoenix Bank in New York, ta- 
king with him 70,000 dollars. A reward of 
2000 dollars is oifered for his apprehension 
and safe return with the funds. 



Town and Vdlugc population. 

The list of the towns and villages in Ken- 
tucky exhibits a population of about one fif- 
teenth of the number in the state ; but, as 
many are inhabited by families cultivating the 
soil, it maybe stated that there are about nine- 
teen-twentieths of the population of Kentuc- 
ky supported by agricultural pursuits, and 
ruled by the other one-twentieth, who full the 
state appointments generally, except county 
court magistrates and militia officers who are 
mostly taken from the country. 



Judge Haywood of Tennessee. — We atate 
from good authority that the important opinion 
of to. gentleman as published in the Ken- 
tucky newspapers, found its way to the press I 
without any of the solemnities of a court. It 
partakes more of a political than a judicial act. 
Hie other two lodges. White and Emrnerson, 
have, given no opinion on the subject efthe 
Dank of Tennessee. 

THE AURORA. 

The concern which the well inform- 
•cd editors of some Atlantic papers take 
inour state affairs were not expected to 
be so positive against us — leaving no 
room to revoke or change, should they 
•discover that they have been rather Itas- 
Ty in forming their conclusions. Some 
ot those gentlemen treat the great Adam 
Smith with little respeet — “ he was a 
theorist possessed of too little practical 
knowledge to be useful in this country.’’ 
JUay we not, in the West, apply these 
arguments to our advantage against the 
acknowledged great men w ho assail us ? 
Is it not possible that these great men in 
our large Atlantic cities may know no- 
thing of remote regions in this union, 
except the little they hear through pa- 
pers like their own ? The minority in 
this state have much better reasons for 
their complaining — to their superior 
knowledge of the country may b ; added 
the great interest they feci in promoting] 
Its welfare by what we presume to cor.*! 
sider their ruinous plans. 

The general objections to the bank-, 
ing system are admitted by the people | 
of Kentucky ; but they are making ari 
experiment of what we consider a newj 
plan. Banking poliry heretofore scraped 
together all the cash to be found to com- 
mence with, and shortly after exploded 
like torpedoes, without a ceut. It is the 
policy of the present system to begin [ 
without money, in hopes of concluding: 
with vaults overflowing ; arid this result 
is no chimera of wild speculators, but a 
part of the approved plan which the en-’ 
emiesofthe new bank rely upon for 
success. — It must be, and is acknowl- 
edged, that the solvency of every bank 
in the union rests on fu me collections, 
and not on cash in hand. They have 
loaned dollars by thirty, forty, and fifty 
thousands, and have been of.cn com- 
pelled by their own actual wants to press 
their debtors as flat as flounder s to the 
ruin ot both bank and debtor. 

The new bank in Kentucky loans by 
hundreds only, and may certainly col- 
lect with as little loss as any other bank. 
We can see no advantage in the future 
prospects of any bank over that of our 
own state. A wise man, attentive to the 
history of banking, such as this day’s 
paper contains, would find a good 
excuse with his children il he should lay 
up the notes of the bank of tire Com- 
monwealth in preference to any bauk 
notes in the United States. 

The editor of the Aurora, with all his 
great and useful labours, has given one 1 
striking instance of his ignorance of af-j 
fairs out of town : — His knowledge of 
the science of war procured for him the 
appointment of Ad jutant General in our' 
late contest with Great Britain : he was! 
called into service where a large army 
of Pennsylvania militia were embodied ; 
and so little did he understand the tcel-i 
ings and dispositions of the men of his 
own state, that he soon caused a disturb-' 
ance of such a serious nature that Gen.J 
Gaines, the commanding officer of the, 
district, thought proper to allow him to 
return to the city of Philadelphia — This 
only proves what has always been known, 
that very few men are competent to all 
sorts of business. 

We are not detracting from the worth 
of this gentleman in the main, or any 
other Editors of the Atlantic, who kind- 
ly lend their advice, although it comes 
more in the character of a military order 
than friendly council ; but we do believe 
and suspect that their remarks would 
have more weight, and serve much bat- 
ter the purposes of future fame, if they 
were directed to the amelioration of the 
sufferings of the respective states in 
which they live, where we discover with 
unfeigned sorrow, that there is a goodly 
number, and from the patience they en- 
dure the times, there is reason to appre- 



hend, nothing will be done for their ad 
vantage. — Let the laws have their own 
way, was the language ot some of «'Ui 
fellow citizens, when the measures o 
Mr. Jefferson were aiming to avert war! 
The same language is now heard from 
the opposers of relief in every state 
The unfortunate victims of such errone 
ous plans of government have a full 
share of our commiseration. We too 
in Kentucky are advocates for the laws 
being allowed to rule, but by this wt 
mean that laws enacted in 1821, are as 
binding in our state as if they had tlu 
advantage of a score of ages in their fa 
vor, and that the provision of our consti 
tution for keeping law-makers always 
ready at hand, convinces us that they 
have a right to paes such laws as the real 
wants of the people may require If 
such had been the understanding of the 
respect that was due to the laws of the 
land, the Embargo, Non-intei coui se, to 
gether with sundry other salutary acts of 
our governin' nt, would have met with a 
better fate from the law-abiding part of 
this country.

There he w as imprisoned, and there 
he lias expired — a striking example of the in- 
evil able destruction attending an uuconlrcla- 
bie ambition, and a warning to despots Po- 
naparte had too great talents to be at liberty, 
lie had violated all law when he exercised 
power, and the doctrine of necessity, abroga- 
ted all law in his imprisonment i lie Euro- 
pean Potentates were afraid to suffer this fire- 
brand to touch the combustible material* 
which composed their respective nations. 3 h* 
death of Napoleon has perhaps brought into 
activity tiie pretensions of a living pretender 
to the throne of l iance.* The effect of this 
event on that is not easy to be foreseen or 
even conjectured. It gives Austria some 
power, and takes away from the influence of 
Treat liritain. We hope those whom his 
death has already placed at ease upon their 
thrones, will be induced to lecollect that le- 
gitimacy cannot secure loyalty— when it en- 
deavours to oppress, instead of benefiting 
mankind-hand aims only at the perpetuation 
ot power, instead ot increasing human happi- 
ness. 1 1 

Soon after the arrival of Captain Hendric 
in London at the admiralty w ith despatches, 
announcing the death of Bonaparte, Viscount 
Melv ille forw arded the substance of the des- 
patch to Carlton House in a box, by a mes- 
senger, Mr Croker, the Secretary' of the Ad- 
miralty, follow ed soon after lo the King’s Fa- 
lace. ° 

Further particulars. 

The despatches brought by Capt. Crokat, 
announcing tiie death of Bonaparte, are dated 
St. Helena, May 17. That event took place 
on the 5th of Viay, at 10 m, nutes before six in 
the afternoon. The illness of tiie ex-Emper- 
or lasted, in the whole, six weeks; and its ef- 
fects on his frame, as described by au officer 
who had frequent opportunities of seeing him 
during that period, w ere so powerful as nearly 
to reduce him to a skeleton, and lo obliterate 
all traces of hi* former features. During the 
l .Uer part ol his illness, he frequently con- 
versed with his medical attendants on its na- 
ture, of which WL seemed to he perfectly 
aware. Me declared that it was hereditary, 
and that his father Had died with the same dis- 
ease. On exami ning after death, the stomach 
w as found in a stale ot extreme ulceration, so 
tiiat ii appeared in some places perforated in 
ia ge openings, flis medical attendants gave 
it as iheii decided opinion, in w hich the phy- 
sician w ho was caned in coincided, that the 
disease was incurable, and that t.ie climate Aad 
no effect in producing it. One trait of charac- 
ter displayed itself In his last moments, which 
in.,rks the “ ruling passion strong in death.” 
As lie found his end approaching, he was ha- 
bited, at his own request, ii> his uniform of 
field .Marshall, with the boots and spurs, and 
placed on a camp-bed, on w Inch he was accus- 
tomed to sleep when in health, and preferred 
to every other In this dress he is said to have 
expired. It has been asserted, that the Her- 
on, which brought tiie despatches, also liro’t 
the body of Bonaparte to England, but this vve 
understand is not the case. His attendants 
wished his body to be conveyed to Europe ; 
but on opening his will, it was found that he 
had left a request that it should be interred in 
tiie island, and pointed out the spot in which 
he wished Ins remains to rest, in a Leautiful 
valley near lo his residence. Though Bona- 
parte is supposed to have suffered much, his 
dissolution was so calm and serene that not a 
sigh escaped him, or any intimation to the by- 
standers lhai » was so near At the departure 
ot the Heron, no day had been fixed tor the 
I funeral ; but it was understood that it would 
| ho solemnized with the military honors due to 
Ins rank. 

A likeness of Bonaparte, afler his decease, 
was sketched ny an English officer, and is hro’t 
In England, fount MonUiolon, arrived by the 
ship which brought the intelligence of this 
event, and immediately forw arded it by an ex- 
tract'd nary courier to the French Ambassa- 
dor. Numerous expresses left town y ester- 
day morning to announce the death of Bona- 
pm te- to the different European courts. The 
news will he conveyed from Calais to the 
l-rcncli capital by telegraph, where it wiil 
probably he known in l Co s Ulan 24 hours afler 
■!S arrival in London. Times.

DEATH OF NAPOLEON. 

LONDON, JULY 5. 

The following intelligence arrived in town 
yesterday fiom St Helena: 

At ii u-iui. May 7. — Bonaparte died on Sa-I 
turiiay, tue ith, at 6 P. M after an illness* of! 
six weeks the last fortnight onlv considered 
dangerous. I he body has been opened, and 
the disease ascertained to be a cancer on the 
stomac. 1 , wi h a great extent of ulceration. 

“Me has been lying in state since yesterday 
afternoon the Admiral, Governor, and heads 
ot departments having first seen the body. 

During the first four weeks of Ins illness, it 
did not assume any very dangerous appearan- 
ces, tint lie appeared himself conscious that it 
" 0 , terminate fatally, During the last fort 
night, it was evident to all the medical atten- 
dants that lie could not recover. It is said that 
ie | gave directions about his affairs and papers, 
till five or six hours before he died, having 
retained las senses till that period.— He said 
he wisaed to be opened, in order that his son 
might be informed of the nature of his disease.

EXTRACT FROM 

«A LETTER I BOM THE KING TO HIS 
PEOPLE.” 

C Concluded.) 

Carlton Pulace , D c 1, 1829. 

It was the same generous feeling which 
induced my Royal bather to adopt, >s a 
previous step, my proposal ol a private 
and confidential inquiry, in a matter, 
where less considerate conduct might, 
*.1 once, have transfer! ed ti e cause ot ol- 
lence to a public tribunal. Throughout 
the whole of this affair, her Royal High 
ness was treated with a d tlicacy suitable 
to the peculiarity of hey situation, to 
which every, and the most generous cor. 
sideration was paid. Her Royal High- 
ness was aware of it, and at tnc moment 
felt h self so treattd. 

Di-t I, upon this occasion, dissent front 
the lice of conduct recommended to be 
pursued? No. Did I interfere with the 
duties of the noble lotus commissioners 
upon the occasion ? No. Did 1, rs a 
husband, cease t -rfortn the terms of 
separation, even after the imperious ne 
cessity which hret devolved upon me as 
Prince of Wales, ot requiring indemni- 
ty forth succession to tite throne ? No. 

1 assert that, in the conflicting duties im 
posed upon me as a husband, and as 
Prince ol Wales, when the admonition 
of my royal parent was deemed suffi- 
cient for the occasion, 1 acqui-sced. — 
Nor, on a subsequent occasion, did I he 
sitate to pay the debts of the illustrious 
person in question, in her character ot 
my wife. Nay, more, I carried still fur- 
ther the spirit of conciliation, and proof 
of my acquiescence in the result of such 
investigation, by the subsequent advance 
to honour and distinction of one of the 
parties implicated criminally in the 
Prince of Wales. Am 1, therefore, on 
the occasion, t >e avowed approver o! 
the result of the inquiry ; and do I stand 
convicted, either of being regardless of 
my own honour, or of being satisfied that 
the accusation was overstrained ? 

When the Princess of Wales had re- 
ceived the admonitory letter of 1806, no 
complaint w as made at the time by her, 
either against its justice* or the mode 
in which the inquiry had been conduct- 
ed. It was reserved to revive the pain- 
ful subject seven years after its occur- 
rence ; and to attack the proceedings, 
as well as the intermediate restrain 
which had been imposed on the inter 
course of the princess with our duugh 
ler, in a letter dated early in 1813, ad- 
drtascd.ito me as Regent of these united 
kingdoms. Tnat Setter, as containing a 
matter of complaint deserving of inqui- 
ry, was submitted, without regard to the 
personally offensive^Vemarks contained 
in it, to several dignitaries of the church 
and of the law. Upon this second re 
port, the restriction alluded to was still 
continued, and the- aspersions cast upon 
the testimony of certain v.itnessc-s con 
nectec with the inquiiy of 1806, were 
pronounced to be w nolly groundless, and 
without the !>li s h vst support of proof. 

It is important for me to draw you 
attention to the circumstance, that the 



two reports were drawn up by noblemen 
if differing political sentiments, accus- 
tomed to constant parliamentary opposi 
iion : if therefore from such an ordeal, 
the proceedings ol 1806 have escaped 
censure, and consequently became stam- 
ped with a character of fair and impar- 
ial justice, I have a right to demand, 
and do demand, a full and complete ac- 
quittal from all those false and unprince- 
ly motives, by which my conduct has 
been stigmatized ; I plead guilty only 
,jf one motive, that of preserving to my 
daughter her rights, and protecting the 
purity of succession to the throne of my 
ancestors. 

Had the result of this second report r 
produced by a set of political reasoners 
• holly opposed to the first commission- 
i ts, varied from the report of such com- 
missioners ; but it brought home to the 
witnesses upon the former occasion, any 
charge of perjury, Cr have elicited any 
trace of unworthy motive, or corruptly 
contrived evidence ; it would have been 
my unavoidable duty, as Regent, and the 
office most pleasing to me as a husband 
and man, to have revived that inquiry, 
and to have punished the guilty partici- 
pators in it ; and besides, it was at aii 
times open to the princess to bring her 
accusers before the tribunals of her coun- 
try. Unless therefore every principle 
of civilized conduct has been violated 
by me, and I alone have proceeded uy - 
on impulses different from all mankind, 
surely, on my account, I must have le- 
joiceu at any elucidation that had sprung 
up, had it been only for the mere selfish 
purpose of wiping from myself the mor- 
tification of such recorded aspersions — 
W >s it to be supposed, that I should 
tarn. !y cover myself with the mantle of 
my own shame, could I have hid 1 1 my 
power to destroy every thread of the gar- 
ment ? I should have deserved the scorn 

o. the age, and ill merited the allegiance 
I my father’s subjects, could I have he 
sitated one momt nt in following the mi- 
nutest ray which might detect the mys- 
tery of 1806, and completely clear he. 
Rov; : l Highness from those charges. 

I have thus brought down the materi- 
al circumstances of my unhappy tn.tr 
riage to the period of the departure o’’ 
her Royal Highness for the continent; 
the transactions in themselves, howcv r 
unfortunate, are plain and simple, • asi 
ly understood, and as capable of expla- 
nation, when viewed without any temlen 
cy to party or faction. The incidents 
may be thus briefly stated : 

1. Our private separation. 

2. Our public separation. 

3. The interval between our public 
separation and the inquiry of 1836. 

4. The complaint o! the Princess in 
1813, as to the restricted intercourse be- 
tween herself and daughter. 

5. Tne retirement of the Princess to 
the continent. 

The fret j toir.t (the reasons of our 
private separation) it does not become 
me to explain ; her Royal Highness 
might, if she had so pleased, have claim- 
ed in the proper court, the restitution of 
her conjugrl rights; such a proceeding 
would have produced an explanation. 

Vs to the second point, we s parated 
upon terms mutually understood, and to 
which the Princess added herself a pe- 
remptory condition ; these terms have 
been by me inviolably preserved — as a 
husband, 1 enable tny wife to maintain 
the dignity ol her rank and station as 
Princess of Wales; I visited her sepa- 
ration with no pecuniary priva.ions, but 
on the contrary paid for her debts ex- 
ceeding her means of expenditure to the 
amount of forty-nine thousand pounds, 
the. government of the country at the 
same time liquidating a further sum of 
thirty-one thousand pounds. 

As to the third point, the preceding 
remarks in part apply. On the subject 
of the actual inquiry, I nnv be allowed • 
to say, tiiat a Prince of Wales is bom 1 
with certain rights previously' create 1,1 



T never on any previous occasions threw 
the slightest obstacle in the way of her 
Royal Ilighness’s comfort, tranquility 
and domestic arrangement, /’lie affairs 
of Princes cannot be conducted in the 
same obscure and unostentatious mode 
as those of private individuals ; to snatch 
a few moments of private life is, in a 
Prince, to enjoy real happiness. All the 
difficulties which have occurred in the 
case in question, had been produced and 
created ; they were not of natural origin, 
but have been foisted on the original evil 
by factious persons, seeking to advance 
their own political purposes. Had not 
the Princess placed herself avowedly it 
such hands, many of the mortifications 
of her situation had been avoided ; they 
would indeed have bad no existence. 

Finally, I declare again, upon my ho 
nour, tiiat my conduct aimed to keep 
the whole unhappy affair within the cha 
racier of a domestic and purely person- 
al misfortune; and it is only by trie at 
tempts made by faction, to give it a poli- 
tical i omplexion, that toe attention of 
i the people has been filed upon it as a 
national grievance. * 

Her Royal Highness quitted England 
as a Princess of Wales ral ly in August 
1814, and in the sucre -ding November, 
— a short interval of three months — ap- 
pears to have consulted my tranquility , 
by furnishing grounds for a third inqui- 
ry into the propriety of her conduct. — 
After three year* of rumor", a commie 
sion to examine into their truth or fals 
hood, was a third lime rendered neces- 
sary for the hoi our of the crown of thes- 
realms ; thus in both c s s. as well as i 
the investigation of 1803, as also that o 
1818, it was not until years of rumour 
had been allowed to louse suspicions 
that any official measures were adopted 
to inquire into their r.ality. * 

Will the virtuous and noble, the high- 
minded and chaste, ins amiable and 
domestic fzmah s of England, adopt the 
Queen as an example wortny of thcii 
imitation ? Will they pronounce her 
faultless ? Will they compose her court? 
If I am to place the Queen upon the 
throne of tny ancestois upon such terms. 
I am ready to do so. Upon none othet 
an or ought a Queen to sit upon the 
throne of pre-eminent England. 

* * <* * « * 

I havt previously remarked that, from 
the period of my becoming R<:g»nt, thi 
differences between the Princess anrlmy- 
selfbad assumed a political character, 
and hjen Heated by many as a party 
question. 

The companions of my youth, and the 
distinguished characters with whom, in 
my earlier years I had intimately associ 
ated, had created in tite public mind a 
widely extended and readily believed 
opinion, that, when the sceptre of my 
father should descend to me, I should 
from among those associates have cho 
sen the members of my administration 
During trie discussion of the terms ot 
the regency, I was careful to avoid giv- 
ing any pledge of the line of policy 1 
might find :t expedient to adopt. A short 
previous administration, composed of 
these political friends, by whom it was 
conjectured my councils would have 
been directed, had enabled me to form 
some opinion of their executive t Rents : 
and notwithstanding an overture was 
nude by me to them, to propose an ad 
ministration. But when 1 found the con- 
ditions required would have reuuce.1 me 
to a mere political automaton, of which 
they were to possess the k-y ; that, not 
content with forming the administration, 
they required also, that 1 should be sur- 
rounded in tny household by their adhe- 
rents, and left to no choice in the ap- 
pointment of my own attendants; when 
*v i t h this I compared the candour and 
unequivocal absence of all personal feel- 
ing with which the bill creating the Re- 
gency was carried by the then ministry, 
ant! rbove all, the frank, loyal, and res 
jpectful regret which was shown to the

As to the fourth point, I endeavoured 
by every means in tny power to prevent ! 
cur disputes from taking apolitical turn, 
embarrassing to the government of the 
country, and I most particularly aimed 
at preserving in the mind of the Princess 
Charlotte, a neutrality on the delicate 
occasion ; the restriction imposed on the 
intercourse between the Princess and 
her daughter was connected with the 
system of her education, which by law 
tested with the sovereign. When, on a 
subsequent period in 1813, the Princess, 
of Wales addressed to me, as Regent, a 
letter i'liudh.g to such restriction, and 
also the proceeding of 1806, almost 
grown o it of recollection, I s tbmitted 
seen letter to nobleman, differing in po- 
litical opinion from those who nad on 
the former occasion made a report on 
the conduct ot tite Princess, the result 
of this re-inquiry produced no change, 
no imputation on the former statements 
and evidence, and I still continued to 
consider the affair as one of domestic in- 
convenience ; inasmuch as the succes- 
sion to the throne was pronounced no: to 
b : endangered. 

As to the fifth point, upon the retire- 
ment of her Royal Highness to the con- 
tinent, I continued to the Princess Iter re- 
sidence in a royal palace, leaving it as a 
domicile open to her return, and I de 
dare upon my honour, as u Prince, that 



meanly conduct herself? Would any) — 
husband in England so take hack a wile ? 

If he would not, why should your king ? 

If the female would not so return, why 
should the Queen? You will tell me, 

“ To claim her rights.” I reply that 
the Queen possesses no political lights, 
but cettain prescribed prerogatives ;■ — 
those prerogatives are legally defined ; 
their value, as personal advan’age, can 
be ascertained ; they can be enjoyed by 
the Queen as well absent as present. I 
have offered her an equivalent You 
will tell me, that “ she chooses to return 
to our country, and t hat I have no right 
to restrain her.” The Queen has cho- 
sen to return, and by the laws of the 
r;alm must she uow abide ! The Queen 
is my subject. „ * „ * 

I am now drawing towards the close 
of my letter, in which my faithful sub- 
jects and excellent fellow countrymen 
will, 1 trust, agree with me, not only that 
the difference existing between her Ma- 
jesty and myself arose out of a domestic 
cause, and was solely of a domestic na- 
tuie; but that all the popular feeling 
which has been excited, has arisen from 
the political misdirection imposed upon 
the transaction ; important to the nation 
only as it may be connected with their 
welfare, How that welfare can be pro- 
moted by forcing upon a loathing hus- 
band an equally loathing wife, appears 
to me a problem in government not ea- 
sily to be maintained in argument or pro- 
ved by historical ref.rencc. If I am 
unhappily united to a had wife, or the 
Queen be under the capticeof a bad 
husband ; provided these unpleasantries 
be confined within the limits of our per- 
sonal conduct, and are not mixed up 
tv th the affairs ot state, I see then no 
impediment to the due constitutional- 
performance of my duties as a king ; but 
on the contrary, if the people disluib 
my kingly office, and clog its executive 
or digni'v with an unseasonable family 
blister the chance is tiiat the system Oj 
government may become ill-exei uteci, 
greatly obstructed, or completely etn 
barrassed. If such is the atm of the 
partizans of the Queen, I have then on- 
ly to declare this my determination, 

“ That if the claims of the Queen can 
make no impression on me, u/ion their 
own merits, any political association 
which she may form to give weight to, 
or disguise such claims, will only call 
forth from me, as your king, a firmer de- 
fence of n.y rights, which are the rights 
of the constitution, under which I, the 
nobles and people, all alike find recip- 
rocal protection.”
